CoL 
Qadbafi, declaring the U.S. muscle-flexing a failure, said Libya 
was struggling to smash its borders with Egypt and Sudan in 
pursuit of Arab unity.

UNTSO denies Israeli charges 

TEL AVIV (Rj — A United Nations spokesman denied Wed- 
nesday Israeli newspaper allegations that U.N. peace observers 
were spying on Israeli troops. The spokesman for the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Organisation (UNTSO) said the obs- 
ervers had a mandate to monitor and report on the situation in the 
Beirut area. The newspapers said in unsourced reports that U.N. 
troops had photographed Israeli positions and were acting as spies 
by listing Israeli tanks, armoured vehicles and other equipment. 

■ Hie UNTSO spokesman said that any unauthorised pho- 
tographing brought to its attention would be investigated. Israel 
has frequently accused U.N. peace troops of acting as spies for 
PaJestinian commandos. UNTSO has about 5U observers in the 
- ^Beirut area. 
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Libya denies reported 
Sudan coup attempt 

MONTREAL (R*) — Libya's 
ambassador to the United Nations 
has denied claims by Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Boutros Ghali 
that Libya planned a coup in 
Sudan last month until U.S. mil- 
itary moves discouraged it. “How 
can three million people (in 
Libya) threaten Sudan, which has 
20 million inhabitants? It’s ins- 
ulting to the intelligence of people 
to suggest it,” Or. Ali Treiki said. 
“It's just not true,” he told rep- 
orters on a visit here. 

100 executed, 2,000 
await execution in 
Iran, Mujahedeen say 

PARIS (R) — Firing squads in 
Tehran's Evin Prison have exe- 
cuted 100 people and a further 
2,000 prisoners are awaiting exe- 
cution, the - left-wing people's 
Mujahedeen organisation said 
Wednesday. The Mujahedeen’s 
Paris office said in a statement the 
100, who it said were political pri- 
soners, were executed on Mon- 
day, the same day that the Iranian 
authorities said 8.000 prisoners 
had been released from jails in the 
country. 

Aridor off to Pretoria 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Finance 
Minister Yoram Aridor left Wed- 
nesday for an official visit to South 
Africa, where he is to renew eco- 
nomic agreements between Israel 
and Pretoria. The agreements, 
first signed in 1 978 and renewable 
every two years, deal primarily 
with South’ African credits for Isr- 
aeli coal imports, air and fishing 
agreements and joint investment 
projects. 

Israeli doctors strike 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel’s 8,500 
government-employed doctors 
went on strike Wednesday to pro- 
test against what they say are low 
wages and inadequate working 
conditions. The doctors reported 
for work but charged 600 shekels 
($15) for treatment in hospital 
emergency rooms under what they 
dubbed “alternative medical 
service.” The doctors are dem- 
anding a 100 per cent rise in their 
basic monthly salaries which range 
from 14,000 to 22,000 shekel 
($370 to $580). 


Malaysian, Egyptian 
share Faisal award 

RIYADH (R) — Tunku Abdul 
Rahman, Malaysia's first prime 
minister, and Sheikh Hassanain 
Mohammad . Makhlouf from 
Egypt Monday night shared a 
300,000 Saudi riyal ($87,000) 
award for services to Islam. The 
award was one of a series created 
by the King Faisal Foundation, 
which was' set up in 1976 and sta- 
rted making the annual awards 
three years later. 

Diouf re-elected 

DAKAR (Agencies) — The Sen- 
egalese- Interior Ministry said 
Tuesday that Senegalese Pre- 
sident Abdou Diouf and his ruling 
Socialist Party won ove- 
rwhelmingly in parliamentary and 
presidential electrons held Feb. 
27. Mr. Diouf took over the Sen- 
egalese presidency when Leopold 
Senghor. the country’s first pre- 
sident, retired in December 1980. 
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Judaisation of W.Bank 
to be complete in two 
years, Israel says 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israel needed two more 
years of continued settlement building on the 
occupied West B ank to make it politically 
impossible for the area ever to return to Arab 
rule, an official leading the government’s set- 
tlement effort said Wednesday. 


Deputy Agriculture Minister 
Mikhail DekeL who is responsible 
for coordinating settlement act-* 
iviries, told Reuters in an int- 
erview that a major building boom 
was under way on the West Bank. 

Israel is under international 
pressure to return the West Bank, 
.which it occupied from Jordan in 
the 1 967 war, and President Rea- 
gan's latest peace plan calls for 
Palestinian self-rule in the West 
Bank in association with Jordan. 

But Mr. Dekel said Wednesday: 
“Between 20 and 30 private com- 
panies are involved in building. 
Public demand for houses in the 
settlements is very high and if eve- 
rything continues in this way, 
there will be 100.000 Israelis liv- 


ing there by 1985. 

“This wfil make it politically 
impossible for any Israeli gov- 
ernment to agree to return the 
area to Arab rule.” 

However. Elias Freij of Bet- 
hlehem, a leading Palestinian 
West Bank mayor, said recently 
he believed the Israeli takeover of 
the West Bank could become irr- 
eversible within two months. 

Mr. Dekel said private and gov- 
ernment construction companies 
should finish building some 6,500 
homes on the West Back this year. 
This would increase the Jewish 
population there from less than 
30,000 to about 55,000. An est- 
imated 850.000 Palestinians live 
in the area. 


Mr. Dekel said people buying 
West Bank apartments paid only 
five per cent of the estimated 
value of the land. They also rec- 
eived generous grants and loans 
from a government eager to per- 
suade Israelis to move to the set- 
tlements. many of which are wit- 
hin easy commuting distance of 
Tel Aviv and Jerusalem. 

The deputy minister said plans 
for several new settlements were 
completed and the government’s 
settlement committee would for- 
mally approve them this month. 
He declined to say how many new 
settlements would be announced. 

“We may not approve them all 
in one batch for tactical reasons to 
avoid a storm of bad publicity. B ut 
these tactical considerations do 
not have any real long-term eff- 
ect,” he said. 

Most of the settlements are 
being built on what Israel claims is 
state land. Often. local Pal- 
estinians say the land belongs to 
them but are unable to prove their 
ownership. 


U.S. concerned over W. Bank violence 


WASHINGTON (R)~ The State 
Department Tuesday expressed 
concern over an increase in ten- 
sion in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank and called for restraint. 

Department spokesman John 
Hughes made the comments after 
being asked by reporters about 
recent violence in which a four- 
year-old Arab girl was shot by Isr- 
aeli youths in the West Bank town 
of Hebron. 

“We of course deplore all such 
violence and trust that the Israeli 
authorities are doing their best to 
bring the perpetrators to justice,” 
Mr. Hughes said. 

“We are concerned about the 
recent increase in tension on the 


West Bank and hope both sides 
will take steps to exercise res- 
traint.” 

He said the United States bel- 
ieved the recurrence of violence 
underlined the need for prompt 
progress towards a negotiated set- 
tlement of the Palestinian pro- 
blem. 

Mr. Hughes cautioned rep- 
orters that they would be wise to 
“disregard the extreme swings of 
optimism and pessimism” in con- 
junction with reports about the 
negotiations to achieve a wit- 
hdrawal of all foreign forces from 
Lebanon. 

The spokesman said he had 
been consistently reluctant to cha- 


racterise the tripartite neg- 
otiations involving Lebanon. Isr- 
ael and the United States. 

He said the discussions were 
still going on and he ack- 
nowledged that “they are dif- 
ficult.” 

Mr. Hughes said he had not 
seen of news dispatch that quoted 
U 5. special envoy Philip Habib as 
saying an agreement was ready. 

He said he was still not certain 
whether Mr. Habib will be able to 
return to the United States to att- 
end a black tie dinner in his hon- 
our March 5 in San Francisco, 
sponsored by the World Affairs 
Council of Northern California. 


Iraqis attack Iranian offshore oilfield 


BAHRAIN (R) — Iraq said its 
navy attacked an Iranian offshore 
oilfield Wednesday, destroying 
installations and five ships in the 
latest of a series of Gulf war 
flare-ups since a major Iranian 
offensive three weeks ago. 

In Tehran, an Oil Ministry spo- 
kesman said he had no inf- 
ormation about any raids, and 
could not comment on the Iraqi 
report, carried by the Iraq News 


Agency. 

Hie agency quoted a military 
spokesman as saying: “Our forces 
succeeded in destroying five Ira- 
nian ships, including oO tankers. 
The oil installations in the Nowruz 
field were also destroyed.” The 
spokesman added that all Iraqi 
naval uaits had returned safely. 

The field lies some 150 kil- 
ometres east of Kuwait city and 
about 80 kilometres northwest of 


Iran’s main oil export terminal at 
Kharg Island. Before the Iranian 
revolution in 1979 it was pro- 
ducing 20,000 barrels a day of 
heavy crude, oil experts said. 

Iraq has reported a long series 
of attacks by its navy and air force 
on Kharg Island and on shipping 
in the Gull But Tuesday's report 
was a rare report of an attack on 
installations in an offshore field. 


Assam violence claims another 24 lives 


G AU HATI, India (R) — At least 
24 people were killed and 32 inj- 
ured as fresh violence flared Wed- 
nesday in India’s troubled nor- 
theastern state of Assam. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency said an armed gang of sev- 
eral hundred surrounded a village 
in the Sibsagar district of upper 
Assam and attacked inhabitants, 
burning down houses. _ 

The agency did not identify the 
gflp o involved in the attack, the 
latest in a month of bloodshed in 


Assam sparked by a campaign 
against immigrants by hardline 
ethnic Assamese. 

More than 2500 people have 
died and 230,000 made homeless 
across the Brahmaputra valley 
state since the violence began bef- 
ore state elections early last 
month. 

The violence in the oil- 
producing state was triggered by 
last month's elections for a new 
state legislature which brought to 
the surface years of ethnic ten- 


sions. 

Whole villages were razed and 
over 230,000 people made hom- 
eless. 

The main victims were imm- 
igrants from Bangladesh who def- 
ied a call by militant Assamese 
students and political groups for a 
boycott of the elections. 

The groups opposed the ele- 
ctions on the grounds that the ele- 
ctoral lists included illegal imm- 
igrants whom they want evicted 
from the state. 


Foreign ministers to debate 
Kampuchea’s non-aligned seat 


NEW DELHI (R) — Vietnam 
and non-communist Southeast 
Asian countries agreed Wed- 
nesday that the question of who 
gets the empty Kampuchean seat 
will be . tackled by foreign min- 
isters and kept out of the non- 
aligned summit session. 

The thorny issue was due to be 
raised at a meeting of senior off- 
icials of the 97 -member mov- 
ement Wednesday but officials 
said it was opposed by Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Singapore. 

The three countries are mem- 
bers of the Association of South- 
East Asian Nations (ASEAN) 
which backs the claim of the 
anti-Vietnamese coalition led by 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk to rep- 
resent Kampuchea. 

Vie tnam wanted the senior off- 
icials to discuss the issue after say- 
_ing it would demand the vacant 
seat be awarded to the Hanoi- 
backed Heng Samrin government 


‘ in Phnom Penh. 

Chad-Ubya row 

Meanwhile, Chad said it had 
thwarted Libyan objections to its 
participation in the summit. 

Djionamangar Assene, Chad's 
director of political affairs, told 
Reuters “not a . single country” 
backed Libya Tuesday when it 
questioned the right of President 
Hissene Habre’s delegation to 
represent Chad at the two-week 
conference. 

He said a Libyan delegate arg- 
ued that the pro-Libyan 
government-in-exile of Goukouni 
Oueddei was the legitimate Chad 
representative. 

“How can Libya back this pha- 
ntom government of Gou- 
ko uni's?” Mr. Assene asked. He 
added that the Tripoli delegation’s 
lack of support for its stand was “a 
serious setback for Libya.” 


‘U.S. committed 
to non-aligned 
principles’ 

NEW DELHI (R) — President 
Reagan said in a letter to Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
Wednesday that the UnitedStates 
was committed to the principles 
on which the Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement was based. 

Mr. Reagan said he was con- 
fident that during Mrs. Gandhi's 
tenure as chairman, the mov- 
ement’s guiding principles would 
be those on which it was founded. 
India takes over as leader of the 
Third World organisation when its 
summit starts on Monday. 

The movement was originally 
formed as a buffer between the 
two rival superpowers in 1961., 
But Cuba tried to give it a pro- 
Soviet stance after becoming cha- 
irman at the 1979 Havana sum- 
mit. 

Diplomats say India is likely to 
steer a more moderate course.

Beirut moves against illegal ports, trade 


BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese 
government Wednesday ann- 
ounced sweeping measures aga- 
inst illegal trade and said h would 
take over a part of B eirut port long 
controlled by the "Lebanese for- 
ces” militia, the country's largest 
private army. 

The port is in east Beirut, where 
the predominantly Christian mil- 
itia had ruled since the 1975-76 
civil war until the Lebanese army 
assumed responsibility for sec- 
urity there two weeks ago. 


The "Lebanese forces” militia 
said it had agreed to let the army 
in. but Western diplomats said it 
had put up fierce resistance until 
an agreement was worked out by 
President Amin Gemaycl. East 
Beirut is the militia’s hea- 
dquarters and the port its main 
sources of revenue. 

The army, which the gov- 
ernment is using to restore order 
after years of chaos, issued a 
communique ordering all illegal 
ports to close from Monday and 


Lebanon cancels official 
invitation to Mayor Koch 


BEIRUT (R) — The Lebanese 
government has cancelled an off- 
icial invitation to the mayor of 
New York, Edward Koch, to visit 
Lebanon because he entered the 
country Tuesday illegally. 

Beirut press reports said Mr. 
Koch, a long-standing supporter 
of Israel, visited Israeli-occupied 
southern Lebanon Tuesday in an 
Israeli array helicopter. 

Lebanese Foreign Minister Elie 
Salem issued a statement Wed- 
nesday saying that a government 
invitation "obliges the guest to 


enter Lebanon in accordance with 
regulations in a legal and acc- 
eptable manner, not across the 
southern border.” 

“After we learned that he I Mr. 
Koch) visited South Lebanon in a 
way not sanctioned by the Leb- 
anese authorities, contrary to the 
regulations and contrary to our 
request that he should not visit 
areas occupied by Israel, we inf- 
ormed him that the invitation had 
been cancelled.” the statement 
said. 


Israel, Egypt resume 
talks on Taba dispute 


ISMAILLA, Egypt (R) — Israel 
and Egypt put aside their dif- 
ferences over the Lebanon war 
Wednesday and resumed talks on 
a longstanding dispute about 
Taba. a small Sinai desert coastal 
strip. 

W hh a U nited States delegate in 
attendance, the two sides got tog- 
ether for their first substantive 
negotiations since relations were 
soured by Israel's invasion of 
Lebanon last year. 

Egyptian officials said the talks 
in this Suez Canal city would focus 
on two main issues. One was the 
interim arrangements to be ado- 
pted in the 7 00 -metre wide Taba 
strip while a long-term solution 
was sought 

The other was to decide what 
sort of tribunal should pronounce 
on the rights of the case. 

When Israel pulled out last 
April from the rest of Sinai, the 
peninsula it occupied in the 1967 
Middle East war, the future of 
Taba was left in Abeyance. 
Egypt’s understanding of the wit- 
hdrawal agreement was that Taba 


should be left as a no-man's land 
free of troops from either side. 

The Egyptians were angered by 
the subsequent introduction of 
Israeli female soldiers into the 
area and the opening of an Israeli 
luxury hotel on the Taba seashore. 

Egyptian officials said the Uni- 
ted States bad strongly urged a 
resumption of negotiations on 
Taba. 

For some time the Israelis bau- 
lked at going into talks about Taba 
alone. They wanted wider neg- 
otiations about normalising 
Israeli-Egyptian relations, a pro- 
cess halted by the Lebanon war. 

Officials said it bad been agreed 
that other talks on bilateral rel- 
ations would be held next week. 

The Egyptian delegation was 
headed by Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Shafie Abdul Hamid and the 
Israelis by Shmuel Divon, deputy 
director-general of the Foreign 
Ministry. 

The U.S. chief delegate was 
Michael Kozak, deputy legal adv- 
iser at the Slate Department. 


Pope asks Portugal to pray 
with him for Latin America 


LISBON (R) — Pope John Paul 
Wednesday asked Portugal to 
pray with him during his testing 
nine-day lour of Central America 
and the Caribbean so that peace 
might come to the troubled reg- 
ion. 

The Pope, who greeted crowds 
gathered in brilliant sunshine at 
Lisbon airport, where he made a 
brief stopover, said He suffered at 
the thought of the violence aff- 
licting Central America. , 

“I ask the Portuguese church to 
pray with me, especially during 
this pilgrimage, for the triumph of 
peace." he said. 

The 3 .000 -strong crowd, many 


of whom had arrived during the 
night to ensure a good view of the 
Pope, chanted: “Peace is possible, 
courage Pope John Paul." 

The Polish-bora pontiff said: “I 
wish that the horizon of hope, 
which illuminates the prayers of 
all Latin America, were without 
shadows. 

"My heart suffers as do all hea- 
rts afflicted by violence in any part 
of the world.” he added. 

The Pope, who faces a gruelling 
tour of seven countries in Central 
America, and the Caribbean isl- 
and of Haiti, was due to arrive in 
Costa Rica at 2300 GMT Wed- 
nesday.

Mr. Carter disclosed nothing of 
substance about any of these mee- 
tings. Taxed by reporters, he hea- 
ped praise on current Egyptian 
policies and expressed optimism 
about the future.

Mr. Carter told reporters the 
present U.S. government had the 
same goal as Egypt in seeking spe- 
edy withdrawal of Syrian and Isr- 
aeli forces from Lebanon. 

After such a withdrawal he said, 
Egypt would be able to explore 
improvement of trade and other 
relations with Israel as prescribed 
in the treaty he had helped to draw 
up. 

During the morning Mr. Carter 
inspected antiquities in the Egy- 
ptian museum and arranged a trip 
to the Giza Pyramids. While in 
Egypt he will visit the legendary 
tombs of the Pharaohs in the 
Upper Nile country and sec the 
Aswan High Dam.

it said 49 people died and 685 
were injured in the month of Nov- 
ember, and 46 died and 656 were 
injured in the December of last 
year in a total of 2,645 road acc- 
idents.

39 were 
in a serious condition, the sta- 
tement said. 

The statement revealed that 


Amman had the lion's share of 
these accidents amounting to 445 
in November and 534 in Dec- 
ember. Other areas listed were 
Zarqa, Balqa Govemorate, Irbid 
Gove morale, Karak, Ma'an and 
Aqaba. AO kinds of vehicles: 
buses, lorries, pick-up trucks and 
small cars were involved in these 
accidents, the statement added. 


An analytical study of ite acc- 
idents also revealed that the cau- 
ses of accidents were due mainly 
to: wrong overtaking, speeding, 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road, driving through red lights, 
driving with no lights at night, 
parking in prohibited areas and 
disregarding traffic police ins- 
tructions. > 

Jordan has the third highest 
road accident rate per capita in the 
•world, surpassed only by Ethiopia 
and Syria.

AMMAN — In compliance with 
Jordan legal deposit regulations, 
sixty-one titles of books ready to 
be published, were registered at. 
the Department of Libraries, 
Documentation and National 
Archives (DLDNA) during the 
month of February, according to 
the Director-General of the 
DLDNA. Dr. Ahmad Sharkas. 

“Sixty-seven books were also 
registered in January on a variety 
elf subjects including psychology, 
/sociology, religion, the arts, pure 
sciences, history and geography,” 
he said. 

Dr. Sharkas pointed out that 
adherence to the department’s 
regulation follows a defence order 
issued oh Jan. 1 instructing aut- 
hors, printers and publishers to 
acquire a legal deposit number for 
each book printed and published 
in Jordan. “This number”, he exp- 
lained. “should appear on the last 
page of every publication." 

In addition to the deposit num- 
ber. Dr. Sharkas said that two cop- 
ies of each published work should 
be deposited at the DLDNA lib- 
rary as soon as it is ready for dis- 


tribution. Hie order enforcing the 
deposit regulation is enshrined in 
the DLDNA by-law. 

Asked about the aim of the 
deposit regulation. Dr. Sharkas 
' said that this advanced step would 
help in compiling the bibliography 
of national publications as well as 
"constituting a significant ind- 
icator in judging the quality of nat- 
ional publications". Another 
-important reason for the reg- 
ulations is that it helps in con- 
ducting national, regional and int- 
ernational comparative pub- 
lication studies. Dr. Sharkas said. 

It will also be used to analyse 
trends in the type of books being 
published, as well as monitoring 
the translations and editing of 
publications in order to assess 
their strengths and weaknesses, 
Dr. Sharkas added. 

“This kind of thing will lead to 
better cultural and educational 
planning, and in addition this legal 
deposit law will contribute in pre- 
serving authorship rights", he 
added. 


Labour exchange talks further 
Jordanian-Filipino relations

Mr, Bias Ople pointed out that 
there arc 3.000 Filipino workers 
employed in various occupations 
in the country. **We successfully 
obtained certain clarifications of 
policies governing expatriate 
manpower in this country” and 
can dissiminale this information at 
home so as to improve mutual 
understanding, he said. 

On being questioned about why 
the majority of Filipino labour 
work in hospitals. Mr. Ople said 
that the Philippines medical and 
nursing institutions graduate 
7,000 nurses a year and "this 
number tend to be more than our 
immediate need and thus cannot 
be accommodated." 

“There are 35.000 Durses in 
U.S. hospitals and everybody 


knows that New York hospitals 
will collapse if they decide to go 
home," he said. 

There arc also 6.000 nurses in 
West Germany. 3.000 in Austria 
and almost 2.000 in Jordan, he 
added. 

However. Mr. Ople pointed out 
that reports our government rec- 
eives about the level of tile nurses’ ■ 
conduct and performance in hos- 
pitals and medical institution'- are 
high. 

Asked about the rale of une- 
mployment in the Philippines he 
said that ft rests al 5.2 per cent 
throughout the nation but in the 
capital Manila there is an une- 
mployment rate of 12 per cent.

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The shock is coming 


ISRAEL needs more than the two years or continued settlement 
building on the West Bank, spelled out by an Israeli official in 
an interview with Reuters on Wednesday, to make U politically 
impossible for the area ever to return to its rightful owners. 
Israel needs to terrorise the 850,000 Palestinians who live there 
and drive them away from their land and homes. It needs to 
eliminate Arab opposition to its ‘■‘■historica!*'' claims and exp- 
ansionist plans for the territories. And, above all, it needs 
American backing to carry out its illegal and harmful pro- 
grammes in those areas. 

Time has not been a big problem for the Israelis. In 16 years 
of occupation, they settled 30,000 people in the West Bank and 
expect the figure to be 50,000 this year and 100,000 by 1985. 
■Terrorising and driving Palestinians away has not been dif- 
ficult either; it only takes a Jewish settler with a machine gun to 
threaten and frighten tens of Arabs, and kill them if necessary; 
looking back at what has been happening in Hebron, Nablus 
and Raraallah during the past few days is not a heavy price to 
pay for learning about Israeli repression in modern history. 
Elimination of Arab opposition to Israel! expansionist plans, 
especially in countries neighbouring Israel, has not always 
been easy, but the Israelis were invariably ready to shoulder 
the cost, in terr»s of men and material, of proving itself the one 
country in the Middle East that tolerates no opposition to its 
superiority; the invasion of Lebanon, and Israel's continued 
occupation of Lebanese territory, may be the case in point.* 
Only the question of American backing for whatever Israel is 
doing, and what it wants to do, in the occupied Arab territories 
remains to be answered, it seems. 

Judging by the United States’ behaviour in this part of the 
world over the past two decades and by Washington’s declared 
policies for now (the Reagan proposals and all), that question 
has no easy answer. Where Arabs-most Arabs at any 
rate-hope to see Americans interfere on behalf of right and 
justice to restrain the Israeli monster, or at least to protect their 
own interests in the Arab World, Israelis seem assured of 
unlimited American moral and financial support, no matter 
what happens. ... r 

It would not come as a great surprise to us if Arab hopes 
proved to be no match for Israeli expectations. But America is 
in for a shock if it allowed that to happen. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


A I Ra'i: Carter mission's real role 


Former U.S. President Jimmy Carter has just begun a lour of the 
Middle East with a visit to Egypt, and will later go on to Israel. 
Jordan. Saudi Arabia and Syria. No doubt, his tour was planned 
sometime ago. but for it to take place at this time fuels speculation, 
especially as Mr. Carter has expressed a desire to meet Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat. Though one should not over estimate the 
meaning of this lour it is still worth analysing in detail. 

'Vc wonder if Mr. Carter has been assigned an unofficial role 
aimed at reactivating American peace efforts in the region. What 
causes one to wonder this is that the countries on Mr. Carter's 
itinerary are the same parties involved in the American peace efforts. 
Needless to say. the former president is well informed on all the 
details relating to the Middle East question, therefore his visit is 
definitely not designed to familiarise him with the situation. One 
must also remember that former American presidents 3 re not all- 
owed to take pan in political activities that do not conform to the 
rules of the American administration. 

W'e believe that Israel's intransigence and its determination to 
abort all peace efforts do not leave much room for manoeuv res open 
to Mr. carter unless he carries new ideas to convince the Israeli 
leadership that both the American Democrats and Republicans are 
in agreement over the current peace efforts. 


Al Dustour: Carter trip gives hope 


It is rather difficult to determine the nature of Mr. Carter's tour of the 
region but there are indicators which show its significance. These are 
the meetings which Mr. Carter has held with the U.S. Secretary of 
Stale and his deputy before embarking on his Middle East tour, and 
the unexpected arrival in Cairo by U.S. Special Envoy Philip Habib. 
Also, according to Newsweek Magazine. President Reagan will ent- 
rust Mr. Carter with a special mission in the Middle East despite his 
knowledge of the latter’s desire to meet with Mr. Arafat. We really 
hope that the Carter tour will usher in a new and more serious 
American move to settle the problem. Wc indeed see this as Was- 
hington's last chance to achieve that settlement and prove its desire 
to establish peace and stability in the area. 

It is not just a change of envoys that we are interested in. as that 
side of things is purely cosmetic, but a drastic change in the American 
approach to the problem. We arc encouraged by President Reagan's 
statements on the need for the Palestinians to have a homeland and 
wc are encouraged by Mr. George Shultz s declaration that the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, as well as Arab Jerusalem, constitute 
occupied Arab land. 


Sawt A l Shaah: Congress is biased 


The U.S. Congress is currently debating American military aid to 
Israel in I at a time when the Zionists are launching a campaign 
aimed at exploiting the issue of the presence of Soviet missiles in 
Syria. The proposed aid for Israel in the coming year amounts to 
more than S2 .501.1 million, described by a State Department official 
as the biggest aid programme for any single nation. Despite that the 
Zionist lobby is claiming both that this is not enough and that it 
represents either U.S. pressure on Israel or some sort of punishment 
for its strategy in Lebanon. 

We formerly believed that Israel's persistence in adopting a line 
that conflicts with Washington’s policy in the region would arouse 
America's anger, which in tum would reflect badly on future aid to 
Israel. Now though we are surprised to see the U.S. congress reg- 
arding this as a deliberate act of pressure or penalty imposed on the 
Zionist State. This illogical and biased attitude on the part of the U.S. 
Congress is only one in a fongchain of actions that has killed off peace 
in itia toes in the past.

While the cover ind- 
icates political colouring, the 
crux of the matter may belong 
to economic realities. 

Has it become a fashion in 
the world to play the game of 
numbers? Israel for instance is 
exerting great economic and 
political pressures on the West 
Bank and Gaza Arabs in order 
to make them migrate from 
their homes and lands, ft is the 
scheme of the Israeli aut- 
horities to decrease the num- 
berofPatesiinian Arabs on this 
land to the point where they 
can claim that there is no case 
for negotiation or discussion. 

The Israelis and others are 
killing people mercilessly in 
order to establish a new status. 
The killing of Muslims in the 
Philippines and Thailand is 
also another case to remark 
upon. The minorities are not 


supposed to fight back, if they 
did they would be called ren- 
egades or terrorists. What 
these minorities are supposed 
to do is to behave well and acc- 
ept whatever infrastructural 
shabby project that is carried 
om as a token of appreciation 
and politeness. 


The world is now witnessing 
continuous outrages or flares 
of minority resentment against 
majorities which do noL heed 
the minorities interests. The 
minorities are not always righL 
Their methods are not always 
acceptable - some IRA and 
Basque acts can be revolting. 
The game of demographics and 
population change may be exe- 
rcised there in order to create 
new realities. 

The utilisation of inter- 
minority feuds in the Arab 
World is now at its zenith. The 
‘ mosaic” structure in Lebanon 
is aptly used by Israel in order 
to give it leeway to intervene in 
the affairs of Lebanon and jus- 
tify their continued illegal pre- 
sence there. 


Hie current deterioration in 
the world's economic affairs 
threatens even more the spread 
of genocide and mass exp- 
ulsions of minorities. The 
rights of man have been spelled 
out in constitutions and int- 
ernational charters. Part of the 
game of exporting poverty to 
other countries is to chase off 
marginal populations from one 
country to the other. 


All these ideas come to one’s 
mind when one reads about the 
apt and just campaign against 
killing baby seals in front of 
their mothers. Organised kil- 
ling of baby seals could be rat- 
ionalised on economic grounds 
both in the short— and long- 
runs. In the case of seals human 
feelings could prevail over 
mere antilistic considerations. 


Whatever triumphs to hum- 
anity occur in the case of seals 
should spill to human min- 
orities who are slaughtered 
remorselessly for economic 
gains. Will humanity triumph- 
in its fight to secure a minimum 
of it for man himself? 


Watershed in Greens’ 


brief political life

BONN — With the West German 
general elections less than two 
weeks away, the emergent radical 
■■Greens” party has reached what 
looks like a watershed in its brief 
political life. 

Either it will gain the minimum 
five per cent of the vote at the 
March 6 poll necessary by law to 
enter parliament for the first 
time — and possibly hold the bal- 
ance of power between Con- 
servatives and Social Democrats. 
Or it will fail to reach its target, 
burning up in the political atm- 
osphere after a brief flare like a 
meteorite. 

Founded just over three years 
ago as an environmental mov- 
ement. the Greens have taken 
over the anti-nuclear banner and 
shaken the political establishment 
with a rapid rise to prominence. 
They are represented in six state 
parliaments, and public opinion 
polls have so far overwhelmingly, 
shown them overcoming the five 
percent hurdle. But the party has 
recently unveiled some of its more 
extreme political goals and a 
number of anlysts and com- 
mentators have predicted that 
when it comes to actual voting, 
many of the electorate may have 
second thoughts. 

Some analysts see the success of 
the Greens as a logical sequence to . 
the decline of the liberal Free 
Democrats (FDP), the traditional 
third power in West German pol- 
itics which has played a role in 
most past governments. 

Many opinion polls have for- 
ecast that the free democrats will 
not get the necessary five per cent 
of the vote on March 6 to remain 
in parliament. 

The desire of voters for a third 
force to prevent parliamentary 
domination by the two major 
party groups helps explain the 
popularity of the Greens, the ana- 
lysts say. But most recent tests of 


public opinion have shown the 
Greens hovering only just above 
the five per cent mark, and the 
FDPs unpopularity apparently 
bottoming out and even edging 
slightly upwards towards the 
magic target.

also oppose strong growth to ove- 
rcome the economic decline in the 
country and want strict and costly 
ami-pollution controls on ind- 
ustry. Critics have been quick to 
assert that such policies were 
bound to lead to an increase in the 
nation's already record une- 
mployment. expected to exceed 
2.5 million by polling day. 

The Greens' alternative is a 
more human redefinition of cap- 
italist society and a vague com- 
mitment to create more jobs thr- 
ough “ecological investment pro- 
grammes.” They have also thr- 
eatened some potentially dis- 
ruptive measures if they get into 
parliament, such as a refusal by 
their deputies to pay income tax 
for defence projects and active 
participation in non-violent pro- 
tests at new nuclear missile sites. 

They also want, amnesty for 
convicted squatters and anti- 
nuclear protersters. Their opp- 
onents play heavily on the spectre 
of West Germany becoming ung- 
overnable if the disparate Greens 
end up holding the balance of 
power in the Bundestag. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl and 
other conservative leaders have 
warned of “a red-green coalition” 
of Social Democrats and Greens. 


If the trend towards a third 
party in parliament continues, 
analysts say the electorate may 
feel safer with the experience of 
the Free Democrats, rather than 
the controversial policies of the 
untried Greens.

Abourezk calls for an gl )'

to counter Zionist lobby

DHAHRAN —“How have 3 mil- 
lion in Israel managed to defeat 
and humiliate 1 20 million 
Arabs?" asked James Abourezk, 
the first Arab American to be ele- 
cted to the U-S. Senate. 

Speaking in a public lecture at 
the University of Petroleum and 
Minerals (UPM), former Senator 
Abourezk said that Zionist suc- 
cess in influencing the American 
administration was due to the gra- 
ssroots movement they set up to 
apply pressure on community lea- 
ders and government figures. 

In the absence of any similar 
Arab pressure, the Zionists bec- 
ame the “sole source of inf- 
ormation on the Middle East for 
citizens and government leaders.” 
Because the pro-Israeli lobby is 
willing to provide candidates with 
funds and volunteer work, it is 
“small wonder that many pol- 
iticians in America support the 
objectives of Israel,” Abourezk 
said. 

The Arabs, by contrast, ‘have 
done nothing.” What we need, 
said the former senator from 
South Dakota, “is to become 
powerful enough, ourselves to 
force the administration to take 
our demands seriously.” 


"The press at the beginning of 
the invasion just said that the Isr- 
aelis were chasing terrorists when 
in feet they were killing civilians,’* 
Abourezk said. But after the 
committee mounted a campaign 
of demonstrations, petitions, talk 
show appearances, and letters to 
the editor, “the press was unable 
to ignore what, was going on in 
Lebanon”

Grassroots movement 


“The result is that Israel is not 
the sacred cow it was before last 
June.” Abourezk said, “although 
it is not yet fashionable to write 
anything negative about IsraeL” 


Abourezk argued that building 
a grassroots movement similar in 
strategy to the pro-Israeli lobby 
would counter what that lobby has 
done over the past 40 years. Such 
a movement would have enough 
political power to ease Zionist 
pressure on the American gov- 
ernment and to allow it to make 
decision based on American self- 
interest alone- Abourezk urged 
that the Arab World use its res- 
ources to tell its side of the story. 

“There is little time left for the 
Arabs to do this because the eco- 
nomic power of the Arab World 
won’t last forever, and if we wait. 
Israel will have annexed so much 
that there will be little left to neg- 
otiate.” the senator said. 

Abourezk has founded such a 
grassroots movement, the Ame- 
rican Arab Anti-Discrimination 
Committee. He credits it with tur- 
ning American press coverage 
around during the Lebanese inv- 
asion. 


Enemy of Arabs 


In response to a question as to 
whether the enemy of the Arab 
World was Israel or the U.S„ 
Abourezk said that “Israel is the 
enemy for certain” The senator 
concerned that VS. government 
policy has been an enemy of the 
Arab World, but argued this was 
not true of the American people 
who were unaware of government 
policy. 

In the face'of public apathy, the 
pro-Israeli lobby is able to inf- 
luence American political dec- 
isions. Since the object of every 
politician is to get re-elected, most 
don’t want to fight the issue. 
“They don’t think of it as a life and- 
death issue. ‘ It is easier to take the 
Zionists' money than have it go to 
someone who will run against me' 
goes their thinking.”

Because the ' presidential ele- 
ction season is fast approaching in 
the U.S., Israel is deliberately slo- 
wing down negotiations in Leb- 
anon. Unless there is a bre- 
akthrough' before' early summer, 
the Israelis will be in Lebanon a 
long time, the senator predicted. 

Abourezk said of the Dem- 
ocratic presidential candidates 
that they are aU .strongly pro- 
Israeli. Both Mondale, the leading 
contender, and Cranston “pander 
to the Israeli lobby,” while this is 
true of John Glenn to a lesser ext- 
ent. 

In answer to a question about 
what the Arabs can do. Abourezk 
said. “Let the Arabs stop dallying 
around.” lie recommended the 
establishment of a speaker bureau 
to articulate English-speaking 
Arabs who can tell Americans the 
Arab side of the story. 

About the Camp David accord, ' 
Abourezk said that former UJS. 
President Jimmy Carter needed 
an agreement claim as a political 
victory since his popularity was 
very low when it was signed. Reg- 
arding the popularity of Anwar 
Sadat^the senator- said that Arab 
leaders popular in the US. were 
unpopular in the Arab World 'and 
the other way around. ~

Price reduction might have come late 


World oil supply glut 
plunges Nigeria into crisis

LAGOS — A world supply glut 
that has hit oil prices has plunged 
once-booming Nigeria into a crisis 
that has made factories idle, slo- 
wed work on the new capital, and 
removed more than a million 
unwanted aliens from a shrunken 
economy. 

When Nigeria finally bowed to 
the new reality last weekend and 
cut the price of the export that 
earns 90 per cent of its foreign 
.exchange, businessmen here hea- 
ved a sigh of relief. But the $5.50 
per barrel (15.5 per cent) red- 
uction was long way to gp before 
the country recovers. 

Unemployment is rising. Fac- 
tories dependent on imported raw 
materials but without the hard 
currency to pay for them are either 
on short time or on the point of 
temporary closure. For a gov- 
ernment toeing general elections 
later this year in which the eco- 
nomy will be the dominating issue, 
foe news is bad. 

The Ma n u f acturers Association 
of Nigeria (MAN) urged the gov- 
ernment for months to slash the ‘ 
price of oil to boost exports and 
assure a stable inflow of hard cur- 
rency to pay for the imports that 
keep the domestic economic mov- 
ing. 

When the cut finally came, it 
was welcomed by MAN President 
Jerome Udoji but be complained 
it was far too late. t 
Mr. Udoji lamented that Nig- 
eria had been faithful to the rules . 
of the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) for 
far too Jong for its own good. “ It is 
bound to take some time before 
buyers adjust to the present prices 
and new customers are found.” he 
said, warning Nigerians not to 
expect a swift upturn of the eco- 
nomy. 

Over the last year Nigerian ind- 
ustries have been slowly stranged 
as depleted oil sales brought in less 
money to pay for the raw materials 
and credit dried up because the 
central bank was- so slow in paying 
trade debts.

No credit

Because the central bank has 
been so slow in paying out hard 
currency on these short-term cre- 
dits, most Western banks now ref- 
use to confirm letters of credit, so 
that when manufacturers do man- 
age to get through the lengthy 
process of getting import licences 
they found it harcl to buy because 
no credit can be bad. 

A few banks still confirm letters 
of credit for oil clients but even 
they are refusing new business. 
Company to company credit lines 
are equally tight, the banking sou- 
rces say. Most Western bankers 
here see no alternative to calling in 
the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) but toe government, con- 
vinced the IMF will demand a 
devaluation of the naira, has ref- 
used to contemplate that move so 
far. 

The government says a man- 
datory devaluation would be non- 
sense because, since oil exports 
are paid for in dollars, its only eff- 
ect would be to make imports 
more expensive. 

In many cases, manufacturing 
goods in Nigeria already costs 
more than buying the same goods 
from abroad. Bankers agree with 
the government analysis, but say 
that in toe current international 
climate Nigeria is unlikely to be 
able to borrow abroad to cover its 
balance of payments dificit unless 
confidence is restored by IMF 
involvement in its recovery.. 

International banks, made cau- 
tious by the need to reschedule 
major loans to Poland and Mex- 
ico, are in no mood to lend to . a 
developing country with virtually 
a single source of income unless 
they get strong assurances of rep- 
ayment, the sources say. Nigerian 
central bank assurances are. not 
enough, they-add. 

“The Nigerians have handled 
their problem very badly, which 
hardly promotes confidence.” one 
banker said, arguing that by run- 
ning up massive short-term tra- 
ding debts the central bank had 
“effectively borrowed to cover its 


balance of payments deficit wit- 
hout asking.” “They wOl have to 
borrow soon, but where wfll they 
go to do h after playing games like 
this?” he said. 

Bankers say chances of ref- 
inancing the short-term debt of 
arranging a two or three year rev- 
olving credit have faded and most 
of them are waiting for toe IMF to 
be called, in. They estimate that 
Nigeria needs to borrow around 
$2 billion fairly soon, but its cha- 
nces of raising that sum on the int- 
ernational market appear fairly 
slim. Major Western . banks are 
unable to demand a coordinated 
set of policies from the Nigerian 
government aimed at bringing the 
economy back to an evenjkeel, the 
bankers said. 

“The IMF can demand such pol- 
icies and it looks like most of toe 
major Western banks are happy to 
stand aside until it is brought in,” 
commented one banker,, whose 
colleagues argue that Nigeria sho- 
uld negotiate with toe IMEon a 
small devaluation — a minor price 
to pay for a restored faith! io its 
economy.

Egypt’s child labour’worrying’

On Monday, gold markets were in 
a state of panic. Gold lost more 
than S5Q.an ounce, the third lar- 
gest one day drop in history, well 
oyer 19 per cent 

: in order to understand what is 
happening to gold, we have to 
lookintQ what is happening to oil. 
There ts. an invisible and vague 
formula connecting the prices of 
tie; two precious materials: one 
oimce’ of gold is equal to 15-20 
barrels of ofl. 

It is evideni how Lhat a price war 
-overfuel is about to start, and that 
the price of oil may plunge to as 
low as S20 a barrel before the end 
of this year. If this happened the 
gold price would be in the order of 
5300 to 400 per ounce. 

The reduction in inflation rates 
world-wide should have caused 


gold prices to go down. However, 
contrary to this logical exception, 
the gold price shot up to above 
$500 because of the shock that 
rocked the international banking 
system after several debtor cou- 
ntries (Mexico, Brazil and other 
Latin American countries) dec- 
lared that they were no longer able 
to meet their debt payments. 

Observers are now of the opi- 
nion that the international ban- 
king system can absorb the shock 
and survive the crisis with no 
major casualties, and that the red- 
uced fuel sales proceeds will obl- 
ige some countries (especially the 
Soviet Union and Gulf States) to 
pour more gold into the market in 
order to generate badly needed 
foreign exchange. 

Jordan is currently in possession 
of some 30 tonnes of fine gold, or 
the equivalent of 1,067,000 oun- 
ces. This stock is worth some $435 


raQtion (JD 156 million) at the 
market closing prices of last Mon- 
day. This forms a 33 per cent gold 
cover to the Jordan dinars in cir- 
culation. 

This means that during the 
month of February, Jordan lost 
aroundJD38 million on its official 
gold stock as a result of the red- 
uction in gold prices by 5100 per 
ounce. 

Fortunately, the Central Bank 
of Jordan applies a conservative 
accounting policy, and carries gold 
in its balance sheet at S 1 75 per 
ounce only, which is still way 
below the present market price. 

Thus the collapse in the gold 
price will not cause any accounting 
loss in the books of the Central 
Bank of Jordan. 

It is feared, never-rbe-less, lhat 
some Jordanian gold dealers and 
money changers have lost their 
shins in the process.

CAIRO — Child labour is con- 
sidered by many to be a largely 
established fact of Egyptian life, 
but a recent increase in the num- 
ber of children sent to work soon 
after learning to walk is worrying 
' foreign labour experts. 

The problem has attracted little 
attention from successive gov- 
ernments. 

One example isTouba, a ragged 
eight-year-old Egyptian boy, who 
climbs stairways in multi-storey 
buildings collecting rubbish. Sag- 
ging under a sack almost twice his 
size, he plods up the stairways 
which have been his workplace for 
three years. 

Touba's plight is common in 
Egypt where half the 44 million 
population is under the age of 15. 

“Apart from a breif allusion to 
the problem in the country’s rec- 
ently launched five-year dev- 
elopment plan, little is done for 
the plight of children in Egypt," 
one expert told Reuters. 

Another expert recalled the int- 
roduction in 1980 by the gov- 
ernment of a nine-year com- 


pulsory education system, a reg- 
ulation primarily designed to sat- 
isfy international conventions on 
labour conditions. 

“They know it is impossible to 
implement as the country suf- 
fers...from an acute shortage of 
schools," he said. 

Members of international org- 
anisations concerned with the wel- 
fare of children say the gov- 
ernment does not issue figures on 
child labour in Egypt, estimated 
by foreign diplomats to involve 
two to four million children. 

“The subject is understandably 
sensitive and it is obvious they do 
not want it to surface, at least for 
the time being." one diplomat told 
Reuters. 

Child labour experts believe the 
recent boom in construction act- 
ivities in Egypt and the exodus 
over the past decade of a con- 
siderable section of the male lab- 
our force to Arab states have cre- 
ated a need for all available 
labour — including that of chi- 
ldren. 

Agricultural workers are lea- 
ving the countryside for the cities 
or for other countries. A report by 


the International Labour Org- 
anisation ( ILO) on employment in 
Egypt says the agricultural sector 
has lost a significant percentage of 
its male force, advancing women 
and children to till the gap. 

But apart from the agricultural 
and construction sectors, tho- 
usands of children, as young as 
four years, are involved in jobs 
ranging from domestic service, 
garbage collecting, illegal app- 
renticeships in repair shops to cle- 
aning windscreens in traffic jams. 

The ILO report also says there 
are “disturbing indications of dec- 
lining elementary school att- 
endance and increasing dropout 
rales." 

"It is not just a question of 
building more schools, it is making 
them more attractive for those 
who. under economic and social 
pressures, could opt for work to 
earn a little money to help the fam- 
ily.” one diplomat said. 

Others, maintaining that the 
problem in Egypt was far less ser- 
ious than in other Third World 
countries, say child labour in 
Egypt will not be overcome for 
many years.

An invisible formula connects the prices of gold and oil 


After many years’ experience tea- 
ching and observing children who 
are learning English as a second 
language, 1 am convinced that a 
practical approach is the most suc- 
cessful.

If you watch a child as he begins 
to learn language, you will observe 
that he understands long before he 
speaks.

At this time the chQd is ready to 
translate these oral skills into rea- 
ding and. a bit later, into writing. 
This process follows along the 
lines of speaking. First comes rec- 
ognising letters, then associating 
these letters with their sounds, 
then reading simple words, and 
finally being able to read sen- 
tences. paragraphs, and books. 
Writing develops around this time 
and should be used to teach 
mechanics — ie., capitalisation, 
punctuation, spelling, etc. 

After learning to read and write 
fluently, the child is ready for ana- 
lysis of the language through gra- 
mmar. This usually sho.uld not 
take place place in tile elementary 
grades. Mauree Applegate' in 
“Easy in English” writes. “Esp- 
ecially in the grades, grammatical 


forms must not be taught as Lhey 
used to be taught, as isolated les- 
sons in texts and workbooks. Unl- 
ess grammar makes sense to chi- 
ldren, unless it had meaning in 
their lives, there is little sense in 
teaching it.” 

Learning a second language is 
basically the same process. The 
child must have knowledge of the 
■oral language and be able to und- 
erstand, speak, read, and write 
before he is ready for the more 
abstract grammar analysis. Tea- 
ching grammar before the child 
has a functional use of the lan- 
guage would be like trying to leach 
a person to play a piano concerto 
before he could read notes and 
understand the keyboard. 

In learning the native language 
the child is totally immersed in it. 
He hears it constantly — parents 
and other relatives speaking tog- 
ether. radio, TV — there is always 


some form of language around 
him. 

This same concept should be 
used in teaching the second lan- 
guage. The more the child can be 
surrounded by the language, wit- 
hout anyone to translate into the 
native language, the faster he lea- 
rns that language. 

However, this is not always pos- 
sible, so the rate of learning the 
second language depends upon 
the amount of time it is heard, 
used, and acepted. The process 
takes a relatively short time for 
some children and a long time for 
others. 

The child who is really int- 
erested in learning the second lan- 
guage, who concentrates on the 
language, and uses it readily, will 
learn much faster than the one 
who shuts out the language and 
insists on using the comfortable 


mother tongue. 

To learn the native language 
completely lakes many years: the- 
refore learning a second language 
does not happen overnight. It 
takes time, patience, and much 
effort. The child who learns the 
second language following the 
same patterns as in learning his 
native one will have a practical, 
functional knowledge and use of 
the language. If this practical met- 
hod is followed, the whole process 
takes less time for the child to bec- 
ome fluent and to be able to apply 
the language in new situations, 
than it docs when the more tra- 
ditional. grammatical rote process 
is use.

LONDON (R) — Davis Cup hoi* 
dcrs the Uaited States face the 
possibility of first round eli- 
mination from the 1983 event 
when they take on Argentina in 
B uenos Aires in the championship 
section of the competition beg- 
inning on Friday. 

The tic will be played on clay at 
the Buenos Aires Tennis Club, a 
fact which in the opinion of U.S. 
non-playing captain Arthur Ashe 
“undoubtedly favours the Arg- 
entines.” 

The Americans have won the 
Cup four of the last five years, but 
it was in the same setting in the 
second round in 1980 that Arg- 
entina inflicted the last defeat on 
the United Stales by a 4-1 score. 

Their clay court experts Gui- 
llermo Vilas and Jose Luis Clerc 
each beat American ace John 
McEnroe, two of only three def- 
eats for McEnroe m 29 Davis Cup 
singles matches.

W. German jobless 
hits new record 

BONN (R) — West German unemployment rose above the 
politically -sensitive 2 3 million mark last month, setting a post-war 
record, but the rate of increase is slowing, a labour ministry spo- 
kesman said Wednesday. 

The official jobless figures are due to be issued Thursday, three 
days before the general election, by the federal labour office. 

The -labour ministry spokesman said they would show a rise of 
between 40,000 and 50,000 over the January record of 2.49 million, 
or 102 per cent of the- workforce. 

But that compared with an suTge of 263,700 in January. 

Both Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s centre-right government and the 
Social -Democratic (SPD) opposition are expected to seize on the 
figures as ammunition for the final phase of what has been a bitter 
election Campaign- 

Health Minister Heiner Geissler, general secretary of Mr. Kohl's 
Christian Democrats (CDU). said on television Tuesday night the 
statistics would bear out the government' s contention that an eco- 
nomic upturn was already under way. 

Political analysis said the jobless figures were unlikely to give 
either side much political help, since they showed neither a dramatic 
worsening nor a marked improvement on the labour market 

Unemployment has risen by .750,000 since Mr. Kohl took office 
last October, ousting Helmut Schmidt’s Left-Liberal coalition, but 
the new government has resisted calls for a state spending pro- 
gramme. to. pull the economy out of recession and create jobs. 

It forecast last autunm that unemployment would peak at 25 
million in 1983 but fad later in the year. 

Apart from moves to promote the building industry, Mr Kohl has 
relied largely on what he calls the self-healing powers of free ent- 
erprise. 

West German indastry has pledged to create an extra 30,000 
apprenticeships this year to absorb youth unemployment but the 
trade unions have disputed the seriousness of this offer. 

SPD candidate Mr. Hans-Jochen Vogel has promised an active 
employment policy if he . wins, including shorter working hours, ear- 
lier retirement and state moves to create training jobs. 


Oil officials 
meet today 


LONDON (R) — Key Org- 
anisation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) oil ministers 
are to hold informal Lalks in Lon- 
don Thursday on averting a world 
oil price war, sources close to the 
13 -member exporter group said 
Wednesday. 

The ministers of Nigeria and 
V enezueia were expected in Lon- 
don later Wednesday and would 
be joined by their counterparts 
from other OPEC states. 

In Lagos, a senior Nigerian gov- 
ernment spokesman said the Lon- 
don talks would be crucial in dec- 
iding whether or not an eme- 
rgency meeting of OPEC would 
take place as planned this week or 
early next week. 

There was no official con- 
firmation of the attendance at 
Thursday's talks but the 
London-based Saudi newspaper 
Asharq A1 Awsat said they would 
involve the ministers of Saudi 
Arabia, the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). Kuwait, Algeria and Ind- 
onesia as well as the rep- 
resentatives of Nigeria and Ven- 
ezuela. 

Venezuelan Oil Minister Hum- 
berto Calderon Berti was due here 
Wednesday amid signs that his bid 


to involve non-OPEC producer 
Britain in a pricing accord was 
running into trouble. 

Mr. Calderon has been leading 
OPEC efforts to- persuade Britain 
and the other main non-OPEC 
producer, Mexico, to cooperate 
on defending world prices in the 
present glutted market. 

But a source close to Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher said 
Wednesday "OP EC is a cane I and 
must run its own affairs. OPEC 
must stop involving the British 
government in its affairs.” 

It was the clearest indication so 
far that Britain, which last month 
recommended a $3 cut in the price 
of its North Sea oiL would stick to 
a policy of maintaining maximum 
output at prices dictated by the 
international market. 

The sources said reports that a 
decision on whether Britain would 
trim oil production in response to 
OPEC appeals was being left to 
Mrs. Thatcher were “nonsense**. 

Asharq’ AJ Awsat said in its rep- 
ort Wednesday that, if the London 
talks indicate that a full OPEC 
conference would fail to reach 
agreement, the Gulf countries 
planned to cut their own oil prices 
by between $5 to $7 a barrel. 


West Berlin plans to emerge as 
leading telecommunications producer 


WEST BERLIN (R) — West Ber- 
lin, the German Federal Rep- 
ublic's largest industrial city, plans 
to emerge from the current world 
economic recession as a leading 
producer of telecommunications 
equipment and a pace-setter in 
advanced technology research. 

But many experts fear the iso- 
lated city's reliance on the ele- 
ctronic technology of the future 
may worsen rather than improve 
empbyraent prospects for its two 
million inhabitants,

About 80 per cent of the city’s 
imports and exports are driven or 
flown to and from theFederal Rep- 
ublic. 

The city has not escaped West 
Germany’s weak demand and 
high unemployment. 

Over 1 1 per cent of the West 
Berlin workforce were jobless in 
January^ compared with the nat- 
ional average of 10 . 2 percent, and 
union officials expect the total to 
soar over. 100,000 in February 
from 88.000 in January. 

The number of industrial jobs in 
the city has halved in the past 20 
years to around 1 70,000 and. there 
is little chance of a short-terra 
improvement, with industrial inv- 
estment falling an estimated 13 
per cent in 1982.

Yugoslavs urged to sacrifice more 


B ELG R ADE (R ) — President Petar Stambolic urged Yugoslavs 
Tuesday to make greater sacrifices to stimulate the economy and 
said the country’s economic performance had been disappointing 
so far this year. In a report to the Yugoslav federal assembly 
(parliament), Mr. Stambolic said he supported the government's 
austerity programme, which aims to reduce cosily imports and 
build up foreign currency reserves. He called for an end to "hes- 
itancy and vacillation" in putting Yugoslavia's long-term eco- 
nomic strategy into effect. His words suggested that' production 
and export figures, two keys to economic improvement, were 
below the Yugoslav leadership's expectations so far this year. The 
government has set ambitious targets for 1U83 — two per cent 
industrial growth and a 20 per cent increase in expons io the 
West — to complement international efforts to help the country 
repay a $20 billion debt to creditors in the West and Japan. 

Arab institutes study investment 

DL1BAI (OPECNA) — A study on the volume and trend of 
investments in the Arab World is being carried out by the Arab 
Fund for Economic and Social Development together with the 
Arab Institute for Guaranteeing Investment and the Kuwait Fund 
for Arab Economic Development. The study aims to promote the 
role of investments in Arab social and economic development. A 
delegation representing the investment institutes informed UAE 
minister of finance and industry Mr. Hamdan Bin Rashid here 
Monday of the results of their studies regarding investments in the 
Emirates. As a result, the ministry of finance and industry was 
instructed to undertake a follow-up study to be presented to a 
meeting of Arab ministers of finance and economy on April 18 in 
Algiers. The delegation has so far visited 18 Arab countries. 

Indonesia’s metal exports decline 

JAKARTA (OPECNA) Indonesia's ly82 nickel ore exp- 

orts dropped to 1 .05 million tons, a decline of about J I per cent 
compared to 1 .18 million tons in 1981 . a spokesman of Aneka 
Tambang, the state mining company, said Monday. Taking 1980 
as the base year, when 1.28 million tons were exported, the 
decline is 18 per cent. The bulk of Indonesian ore is exported to 
Japan. Ferro-nickel exports in Iy82 also fell by 15 percent over 
Indonesia is a marginal exporter of the commodity. 

World Bank ratifies loan to India 

WASHINGTON (R) — The World Bank Tuesday approved a 
$2223 million loan to assist the first major gas development 
project in India. The project, which has a total cost of S70I.4 
million, will bring production capacity in the South Basse in field 
in the Arabian Sea to five million cubic meters of gas a day by 
June, 1985. The bank said that natural gas was becoming inc- 
reasingly important to the Indian economy. The gas development 
project consists of four offshore platforms for drilling, processing, 
gas flaring and quarters for 125 operating personnel. The World 
Bank loan is for 20 years, including five years of grace, at an 
interest rate -linked to the cost of bank borrowing. 

Poland’s creditors urged to meet 

BONN (R) — The European Community wants Western gov- 
ernments to meet to discuss Poland's failure to service its official 
debts since the end of 1 981 . West German and British ministers 
said Tuesday. West German Foreign Minister Hans-Diclrich 
Genscher. speaking after a Community meeting, said the min- 
isters had agreed to press for talks among Poland's Western 
creditor countries. British Minister of State” for Foreign Affairs 
Mr. Douglas Hurd said the Community had decided to meet other 
official creditors to discuss ways to calling the Poles to account for 
their failure to service their officially guaranteed dcbL He said no 
payments had been made since the end of 1981, when Western 
nations froze official contacts with the Warsaw government fol- 
lowing its imposition of martial law. Mr. Hurd said the Com- 
munity wanted to call the Poles to account for their failure (o pay 
but had not yeL decided whether or not this meant talks would 
have to be held with the Polish government. 

Volkswagen, union agree on wages 

BONN (R) — West Germany's car maker Volkswagen and the 
trade union of its 1 19,000 workers agreed Tuesday on a four per 
cent wage rise, first settlement in the 1 983 metal industry pay 
round, a company spokesman said. He added ihc rise, effective 
for 15 months retroactively from Feb. I, would be only 32 per 
cent over a year. The news came shortly before thousands of metal 
workers answered their union IG Metairs call for brief warning 
strikes aimed at getting other industry employers to improve their 
23 per cent offer for 1983. The union has been asking at least a 
4 3 per cent wage rise for the 3.7 million workers to match its 
forecast for this year’s boost in the cost of living index. The 
employers’ organisation Gesarat Metal I said Volkswagen's pay 
deal was unrealistic. Many firms would have to fay off more 
workers if they paid anywhere near four per cent, it added. 

Creditors to reschedule Cuban debt 

PARIS (R) — Representatives of Cuba's creditor nations have 
agreed to recommend to their governments a major reo- 
rganisation of its debts, a statement issued after a two-day mee- 
ting of the representatives said Tuesday. Diplomatic sources said 
Cuba was seeking to reschedule a total of around $1 2 billion, 
including bank debts of which between 70 and 80 percent was due 
to governments. The statement said the rescheduling would cover 
debt due between SepL 1 , 1 982 and Dec. 31,1 983 . It gave no 
details of the reorganisation, but the diplomatic sources said Cuba 
had asked fora three-year moratorium on repayment of principal, 
followed by rescheduled repayments over 10 years, but would 
continue paying interest throughout the period. Cuba's external 
debt totalled about $33 billion, they added. 

Iran, Y ugoslavia to expand ties 

TEHRAN (OPECNA) — Iran has reaffirmed its willingness to 
expand economic and agricultural relations with Yugoslavia. A 
delegation led by Mr. Ani Markovich, head of Yugoslavia’s Cro- 
atian Republic executive council is here for talks aimed at boo- 
sting cooperation between the two countries. At a meeting Mon- 
day with Mr. Mohammad Salamati, Iranian minister of agr- 
iculture and rural development, Mr. Markovich said Yugoslavia 
was keen to fu/zher extend mutual ties.

Stormy seas hamper British royals 


SANTA BARBARA, California 
(R\ — Stormy seas have forced 
Queen Elizabeth. Prince Philip 
and Nancy Reagan to fly to San 
Francisco Wednesday and stay in 
a city hotel instead of sailing on 
board the royal yacht a British 
spokesman said. 

The royal couple and Mrs. Rea- 
gan will stay in the St. Francis 
Hotel in the city centre instead of 
aboard the yacht Britannia, com- 
plicating security problems. 

More than 100 groups which 
have banded together in what they 
call the March 3 coalition have 
said at least 20,000 people will 
demonstrate at the presence of 
Queen Elizabeth and also of Pre- 
sident Reagan, who arrives Thu- 


rsday in the city. 

One of the major groups is the 
Irish Republican committee, 
which wants British troops to 
leave Northern Ireland. 

Security officials said their arr- 
angements would have been less 
complicated if the royal couple 
had stayed in the yacht, but eve- 
rything was under control and 
there would be adequate pro- 
tection. 

Union square, opposite the 
hotel, is a rallying centre for pro- 
test groups, but police, who will be 
out in force Thursday, have ref- 
used the coalition permission to 
hold meetings there. 

The royal couple and Mrs. Rea- 
gan flew from Santa Barbara to 


Long Beach. 220 kilometres away, 
where B.ritannia is moored. Tue- 
sday night ready to sail Wed- 
nesday to San Francisco. 

Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip had earlier driven up a flo- 
oded, winding mountain road on 
the outskirts of Santa Barbara to 
lunch with Mr. and Mrs. Reagan in 
their five-roomed red and white 
cottage in the Santa Vnez mou- 
ntains. 

The royal couple were to have 
sailed to Santa Barbara aboard the 
royal yacht. But the gale force 
winds and torrential rains which 
have plagued their visit since they 
arrived in the Western United Sta- 
tes oa Saturday also forced the 


cancellation of this voyage. 

Instead, the royal couple began 
their journey to Santa B arbara in a 
battered old U.S. navy bus. high 
enough to travel over the flooded 
roads. 

They switched to a U.S. air 
force plane, then to a limousine 
and finally to a four-wheel drive 
van for the journey up the mou- 
ntain road, swamped by raging 
gulleys over half a metre deep in 
water. 

The Brirish spokesman said 
Queen Elizabeth, Prince Philip 
3nd Mrs. Reagan would arrive at 
San Francisco airport late Wed- 
nesday afternoon and to go to the 
St. Francis Hotel. 


Marshal Ye says he will 
step down late ’83 


PEKING ( R ) — Marshal Ye J ianying. China’s de facto head of state, 
announced Wednesday he would stand down later this year because 
of old age and failing health. 

The new China News Ageocy (NCNAJ said Marshal Ye. 85. told 
the current session of the standing committee of China's parliament, 
the National People's Congress (NPC). that he would not stand for 
another term as NPC chairman. 

"U is my long-cherished wish to fight to the end for the Socialist 
cause, but 1 am old. failing in health and unable to do as much as I 
wish.” he wrote to the committee. 

Mao Tsetung abolished the presidency during the "Cultural Rev- 
olution" after persecuting to death the last incumbent Liu Shaoqi, 
and the NPC chairman assumed many of the ceremonial duties 
normally performed by a he-ad of state. 

Marshal Ye. a veteran revolutionary, helped in the 1930s organise 
the epic "long march". 

Salvador army allegedly 
very short of ammunition 


WASHINGTON (R) — El Sal- 
vador's armed forces could run 
out of ammunition within 30 days 
and need a quick injection of 
about 560 million in U.S. military 
aid. Reagan administration off- 
icials said. 

B ut the officials discounted 
congressional suggestions that the 
United States was sliding into inc- 
reased military involvement in El 
Salvador much as it did in Vie- 
tnam. 


They confirmed a report by sen- 
ior White House officials which 
said the administration was rev- 
iewing whether to send more U.S. 
military trainers to El Salvador 
but denied it was considering inc- 
reasing its military role. 

Several Democrats on the for- 
eign affairs sub-committee exp- 
ressed concern about the inc- 
reasing military role in El Sal- 
vador.

At least 135 feared dead 
in S. China ferry mishap 


PEKING (R) — Alleast 135 peo- 
ple were feared Wednesday lo 
have drowned in a feny acccident 
in southern China but an official 
said some passengers could still be 
alive, trapped inside the capsized 
hull 

Officials in Guangdong pro- 
vince. where the accident occ- 
urred Tuesday, said only 86 of the 
more than 200 passengers and 22 
crew had been rescued. 

The ferry Red Star3 1 2 capsized 
in a violent storm before dawn on 
Tuesday morning while on an ove- 
rnight trip from Canton to the city 
ofZhaoqing up the West River.

U.S. admits difficulties 
with China about Taiwan 


WASHINGTON (R) —The U.S. 
State Department has ack- 
nowledged that the Taiwan issue 
had again cropped up in LLS. rel- 
ations with China and reaffirmed 
the importance it attaches to the 
U.S. -Chinese joint communique 
on Taiwan. 

Spokesman John Hughes said a 
Chinese foreign ministry official 
had made a presentation on Tai- 
wan to the U.S. embassy in Pek- 
ing. The New China News Agency 
said the official had "once again 
presented the solemn position of 
the Chinese government to the 
U.S. side on this matter." 

The agency quoted foreign min- 
istry spokesman Oi Hauiyuan as 
saying that President Reagan, in 
an interview with the conservative 
U -S- publication Human Events, 
had "gravely distorted" the joint 
communique of August 1982. 

In the communique, the United 
States said il intended to reduce 
gradually its arms sales to Taiwan, 
“leading over a period of time to a 
final resolution," while China 


noted that its “fundamental pol- 
icy" was to strive for a peaceful 
reunification. of Taiwan with "the 
motherland." 

"The United States' view is that 
the communique speaks for itself. 
It contains two important sta- 
tements of policy which are to be 
viewed together and we expect 
both parties to the communique to 
carry out the policies articulated in 
the document.*' 

In his interview with Human 
Events last month, Mr. Reagan 
said "We did not give an inch" in 
the communique. 

“If the day ever comes that 
those two (China and Taiwan) 
find they can get together and 
become one China in a peaceful 
manner, then there wouldn’t be 
any need of arms sales to Taiwan,’ ’ 
he said. 

"And that's ail that was meant 
in the communique. Nothing was 
meant beyond that. We’re not 
going to say, *WelL just as time 
goes by. we’re going to reduce 
arms to them.’ *’ 


Armenian guerrillas try 
to maul Turkish economy 


PARIS (Rj — Armenian gue- 
rrillas who Monday claimed a 
bomb attack on a Paris travel age- 
ncy dealing in trips toTurkey have 
turned to commercial targets in 
their campaign against Ankara. 
Turkish diplomatic sources say. 

A young French woman tel- 
ephone operator was killed and 
four people slightly injured when 
the bomb exploded Monday out- 
side the first floor offices of the 
Marmara travel agency near the 
opera in central Paris. Police said. 

The blast, caused by between 
500 and 1 .000 grammes of exp- 
losive. brought the ceiling cra- 
shing down, badly damaged the 
stairwell and littered the pav- 
ement outside with glass. 

The Armenian Secret Army for 
the Liberation of Armenia 
(ASALA), the most prominent of 
Armenian guerrilla groups, cla- 
imed responsibility in telephone 
calls to news agencies and warned 
of more attacks on Turkish est- 
ablishments in Paris. 

The explosion, and a grenade 
attack on a Turkish airlines office 
in Paris last month, followed a 


six-month lull since a wave of 
bomb attacks by Armenian gue- 
rrillas in the French capital injured 
more than two dozen people. 

Turkish diplomatic sources said 
the guerrillas were trying to dam- 
age Turkey's economic position 
by putting tourists off visiting the 
country. 

“They have started attacking 
even French enterprises who work 
with Turkey." said one source. 
“This confirms a new phase of att- 
acks. ASALA hopes it will affect 
trade with Turkey.” 

The extremists say they are fig- 
hting to avenge the massacre of 
1 .5 million Armenians by the Ott- 
oman government in eastern Tur- 
key in 1915. Successive Turkish 
governments have denied that a 
massacre took place. 

Political commentators said 
Monday's bombing marked the 
end of what the guerrillas and 
French newspapers have called a 
tacit truce with the Socialist gov- 
ernment since ASALA left its 
Beirut base last year after the Isr- 
aeli invasion of Lebanon. 


Belgium to curb alien ‘refugees’ 


BRUSSELS (R) — Belgium ann- 
ounced plans to cut immigration 
from outside the European com- 
munity and crack down on whai it 
called a growing traffic in self- 
styled refugees from India. Pak- 
istan and Ghana. 

Justice Minister Jean Gol, say- 
ing a halt in new immigration was 
hoped for. added that the number 
of border posts for entry by non- 
Community migrants would be 
limited. 

Moroccans. Tunisians and Sen- 
egalese would need visas from 
now on. bringing them into line 
with requirements for most other 
African countries, the minister 
told a news conference. 

He said the rights of migrants to 
bring in relatives would be tig- 
htened, and those unable to obtain 
employment for over a year would 


be encouraged to leave Belgium, 
which has a 12 per cent une- 
mployment rate. 

Ministerial aides said the job- 
less among comparatively recent 
arrivals could be offered help with 
fares back lo their countries of 
origin. The maximum age of dep- 
endant children would be cut from 
2 1 to 18, they added. 

Mr. Gol also announced a cam- 
paign against what he called a 
growing traffic in people claiming 
refugee status, especially Pak- 
istanis. Indians and Ghanaians.

Chief Cabinet Secretary Mas- 
aharu Gotoda told a press con- 
ference: "The government is con- 
vinced after a thorough inv- 
estigation into allegations by an 
opposition MJ\ that there was no 
attempted coup." 

Y anosuke Narazaki. a minority 
party Member of Parliament, said 
on, Feb. 2 1 that about 1 0.000 sol- 
diers. sailors and airmen were inv- 
olved in a plot, timed for June 
1980. to bomb the prime min- 
ister's official residence with nap- 
alm and occupy parliament. 

Mr. Narazaki, nicknamed 


■’ bombshell” because of his fre- 
quent disclosures of military sec- 
rets, also said that about 120 off- 
icers and men were given only 
light punishments. 

After the denial. Mr. Narazaki 
told parliament that his inf- 
ormants were active senior off- 
icers. “If an abnormal situation 
does not occur, I am confident that 
various things will become clear in 
about 10 days.” he said. 

Supporting the government’s 
denial Takasbi Ueno, director- 
general of the defence ministry's 
personnel and education bureau, 
told reporters that the 1 90 senior 
officers assigned at the time to the 
units linked to the alleged coup 
attempt had all dented the pre- 
sence of coup rumours or plots. 


Australian Labour smug 
about winning election 


CANBERRA (R) — Labour 
Party leader Bob Hawke said 
Wednesday the government had 
fatally miscalculated the mood of 
the Australian people in calling 
□ext Saturday's general election. 

Mr. Hawke's confidence fol- 
lows opinion polls consistently 
indicating that Labour is ahead of 
the Liberal-National Party coa- 
lition. 

According to a Morgan gallup 
poll, taken last weekend and pub- 
lished Wednesday. Labour has an 
1 1 per cent lead. The survey gave 


it 52 per cent support against 4 1 
per cent for Prime Minister Mal- 
colm Fraser’s government. 

Mr. Hawke told a press con- 
ference that the return of the gov- 
ernment “could only mean more 
of the same — more une- 
mployment. more despair, more 
confrontation, more division." 

The press conference, live on 
radio, was one of the final shots of 
the campaign. From midnight 
radio and television cannot carry 
electoral comment under a war- 
time censorship law. 


W. German woman gets 
6 -year-term for killing 


LUEBECK. West Germany (R) 
— Marianne Bachmeier. who pul- 
led out a gun in court and shot 
dead the man accused of str- 
angling her daughter, was sen- 
tenced Wednesday to six years in 
prison. 

Mrs. Bachmeier, a 32 -year-old 
barmaid, was jailed for man- 
slaughter and illegal possession of 
a weapon. 

She originally faced a murder 
charge but this was reduced to 
manslaughter last week. 


She was charged with shooting 
35 -year-old K Iaus G rabowski in a 
Luebeck. court on March 6, 1 98 1 , 
as he faced trial for murdering her 
seven-year-old daughter Anna. 

The prosecution demanded an 
eight-year sentence last week, but 
defence lawyers said she should be 
acquitted on the grounds that she 
was suffering illusions at the time 
of the shooting since she had ima- 
gined seeing G rabowski strangling 
Afflia. '

5 Poles who robbed Arabs on trial 

WARSAW (R) — A Warsaw prosecutor has brought charges 
against five Poles who posed as policemen to gain access "to 
apartments of about half a dozen Arabs living here and stole cash 
and jewelleiy, the official press reported Wednesday; The reports 
said the gang entered the apartments of Libyans.

Hua. a bricklayer, was first 
condemned to death in 1974. He was found guilty of killing his 
66 -year-o Id mother and raping his adopted daughter. But the 
rape conviction was overturned after it was proved Hua was 
impotent And at his final trial for murder the court agreed with 
the defence's case that bis conviction was based on cricumstant ial 
evidence provided by the stepdaughter who had a history of 
mental instability. 

Amnesty accuses governments 

G ENEVA (R) — Amnesty International accused governments of 
making little effort to investigate information given to them about 
summary executions in their countries. A United Nations report 
presented to the 43 -nation U.N. Human-Rights Commission last 
month said at least two million, people had been put to death over 
the past 15 years without a fair trial. Arbitrary executions had 
been reported in 37 countries, the report said. “When inf- 
ormation about such executions is brought to the attention of * J 
governments, they have often issued flat denials without efforts to 
investigate the underlying events." Amnesty’s representative 
Merino Kamminga told the Human Rights Commission.
